These cards have the owner* s photographs attached* 

a* The Japanese Labor Union issues identification cards to Japanese* 

h* The Police Department (^uT j£r ) issues cards to Chinese* 


c* A special * street pass**, issued by the Police Department and bearing a Soviet 
stamp, is issued to Chinese only* 

AH cards and passes are printed in Chinese and Russian, No one is allowed to 
leave or enter the peninsula without Soviet passes issued by the Soviet Supreme 
Commander* Automobiles are checked by the Soviets when entering the city of 
Dairen, but no check is made of individuals entering* There is an eight p*m* 
curfew, but it is not rigidly enforced. 
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Travelers in the area south of Shlhho (121—52,39-20) are subjected to a very 
str^^search by Soviet troops and Chinese Cocrammist plainclothes men.
